Fraiioo-RiiAsliin Prnposal. 
Washington, Oct. 4.— The Frcn- h 
government, through M. Thlelniut tin 
French charge d' aftaires, presented to 
Secretary Hay a program for the com 
plotP srttlpnient of the Chineso dim 
culty and at the t^amo time thf Itiiri 
Bian government, throtigh M. Do Wui 
lant, seconds the French propoeal^ thxi' 
malclng it a Joint Pranco>Rasslan pro 
position. The proposal is uiulor four 
heads as follows: Punishment of the 
guilty Chinese officials; Interdiction ot 
arms and munitions of war to China; 
payment of Indemnity to the powers; 
snfflcient Chinrs" guarantors f >r the 
future. The proposal further aslis for 
a competent legation guard at Peking, 
the razing of the Taku forts and their 
destriictlon and the establishment of a 
line of communication between ' the 
■eaboat-d and Peking. 



Ampricana Dissatisfied. 

Tien Tsln, Oct. 1, via Shanghai, Oct. 
4. — At a meeting of American citizens 
at Tien Tain the following reablutlons 
were adopted: We. th^ citizens of the 
United States, deplore the contemplat 
ed withdrawal of a large part of the 
United States troops in North China. 
We feel the work of the allied armies 
la far from accomplished and that the 
refusal of the American government to 
take its part therein, is sure to be rc 
garded the allies as an uavtorthy 
act, and by the Chinese as a sign of In- 
differonco. We ».;8;p our government 
to carry to an end the work it has so 
honorably and efficiently begun, and to 
maintain a sufficient force here to se- 
cure the protection of American mer- 
cantile and mi.'ssionary Interests niitii 
a settlement of the present trouble is 
accohipllshed. 

Instructions to Coitst^r. 

Waahlngton, Oct. 4.— The United 
States government has taken another 
.decialve itep in the development of th<> 
Chinese situation in a note delivered 
by Seoj-etary Hay to the German 
charge d' affaires.

An- 
nouncement is made that instructions 
have beelk aent to Minister Conger 
along the lines Indicated. Mr. Conger 
Is directed to learn the names of Chi- 
nese offenders who are to be punished; 
whether the punishment to be admln- 
latered la adequate, and whether the 
pOBlahmentsare actually adminiatered. 
nogus Kdlots Cireulated. 

New York, Oct 4.— A dispatch from 
Hongkong aaya the whole delta land 
between the Canton and West rivers Is 
in a state of dangerous irritati m iu 
consequence of the circulation of bo- 
gus' edicts telling of the defeat of the 
allies and of the machinations of se- 
cret societies. Rioters are marauding 
and plundering the villages, especially 
the hpuaea ot convertfi. British gun- 
boats are patrolling the waterways. 
This has had a salutary < ffi', t in pre- 
venting attacks on steamers. 

Reoepttoa to Von Waldersee. 

Peking, S-pt. 29,— The oommantlera 
of the international forres are arrang- 
ing for a combined reception of Kielii 
Marshal Count Von Waldersee. A de- 
tachment of mixed cavalry will escort 
him from Tung Chow to this city. The 
members of the diplomatic corps an 
still of the opinion that only Prince 
Chlng and ' U Hung Chang can be 
recognised as peace negotlatora.

Mexican authorities and bring about a 
termination of the disastrotia war. 
Fighting continues and the govern- 
ment troops make slow but steady ad 
Tances into the Indian country.
